MEDICAL  OFFICER ’S  REPORT 

for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1971 
To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkby-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  1971. 

Statistics 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  Urban  District  rose 
to  23,590  from  22,670  in  1970.  The  corrected  birth  rate  fell  to  17.3 
from  17.7  in  1970.  The  corrected  death  rate  fell  to  12.9  from  14.2 
in  1970. 

The  still  birth  rate  is  9 compared  with  12  for  England  and  Wales. 
This  is  an  improvement  on  23  in  1970.  The  perinatal  mortality 
rate  is  21  compared  with  22  for  England  and  Wales,  and  40  in  1970 
— a further  improvement. 

Ischaemic  Heart  disease  remains  the  major  cause  of  death  but 
it  is  encouraging  to  see  that  3.6%  deaths  were  due  to  Bronchitis 
and  Emphysema  compared  with  9.1%  in  1970. 

Overall  these  statistics  are  more  encouraging  than  those  for 
last  year. 

Infectious  Diseases  and  Immunisation 

There  were  no  outstanding  incidents  during  the  year  — Measles 
notifications  fell  to  27  from  100  in  1970.  It  appears  from  the 
statistics  that  the  number  of  acceptances  of  B.C.G.  vaccination  fell 
from  548  in  1970  to  265.  This  is  easily  explained  by  the  fact  that 
due  to  illness  two  sessions  were  postponed  from  December  1971  to 
January  1972.  The  figures  for  1972  will  therefore  be  higher. 

It  is  notable  that  during  1971  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security  advised  local  Authorities  to  stop  routine  vaccination 
of  children  against  Smallpox,  children  travelling  abroad  to  areas 
were  the  disease  is  endemic  should  still  be  vaccinated. 
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National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

One  case  only  had  to  be  dealt  with  under  this  act  during  the 

year. 

It  is  with  great  sorrow  that  I have  to  record  the  death  of  Miss 
Margaret  Smith  in  June  of  this  year.  This  is  a great  loss  to  the 
department  which  she  served  so  well  for  16  years.  To  this  I would 
like  to  add  my  own  personal  gratitude  to  her  for  her  help  in  my  early 
months  as  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Her  place  has  been 
filled  by  Mrs.  M.  Keeling  already  in  the  department  for  6 years. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  help  during 
the  year,  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  during  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

Two  Smoke  Control  Orders  were  confirmed  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Environment.  This  means  that  1930  premises  are  now 
within  Smoke  Control  Areas  in  the  district.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  as  Smoke  Control  Areas  are  made,  more  people  outside  such 
Areas  ask  if  they  can  obtain  a grant  so  that  they  can  equip  their 
houses  with  smokeless  appliances  at  the  present  time  and  not  have 
to  wait  until  they  come  within  a Smoke  Control  Area.  I am  sure 
that  this  could  be  done  quite  satisfactorily  in  the  same  way  as 
Improvement  Grants  have  been  made  for  many  years.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  if  this  had  been  done,  a very  considerable  area  of 
this  district  would  already  be  free  from  the  nuisance  of  domestic 
smoke,  but,  unfortunately,  the  Department  of  the  Environment 
will  not  consider  altering  the  existing  legislation. 

More  factories  in  the  area  carried  out  improvements  to  their 
boiler  plant,  thus  improving  still  further  what  was  already  a satis- 
factory situation. 

The  work  of  landscaping  and  grassing  spoil  tips  of  the  former 
Kirkby  and  Langton  Collieries  was  completed  and  more  of  the  old 
spoil  tips  of  Bentinck  Colliery  were  also  dealt  with  by  the  National 
Coal  Board,  who,  in  addition,  paid  particular  attention  to  the 
control  of  the  present  spoil  tip  at  Bentinck  Colliery. 

Once  again,  the  number  of  houses  improved  as  a result  of 
Improvement  Grants  showed  a considerable  increase  over  last  years. 
The  number  of  grants  in  respect  of  owner  occupied  houses  increased 
by  over  fifty  per  cent  and  the  number  of  tenanted  houses  improved 
has  almost  trebled.  There  is  no  doubt  that  some  of  this  increase  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  grant  payable  in  this  area  was  raised  during 
the  year  from  a half  to  three-quarters  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement. 

The  Department  suffered  a sad  loss  when  Miss  M.  M.  Smith  died 
in  Nottingham  General  Hospital.  Miss  Smith  had  served  this 
Authority  well  as  Senior  Clerk  in  the  Health  Department  for  sixteen 
years.  Her  place  was  taken  by  Mrs.  M.  Keeling  who  had  been 
employed  as  Junior  Clerk  in  the  Department  for  six  years. 
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In  conclusion,  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  active  interest  and 
to  Dr.  Haynes  and  all  the  other  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  help 
and  co-operation  and  my  own  staff  for  their  support  at  all  times.
